way of telling the day nor hour at which
a package coming under the head of secondclass matter was mailed.

this classification. All that can be told
positively about it is that it was droppedinto the box at the (tenerai Post Oliice.
This fact is established by the oval stampwith which the postage stamps are can|celled. It Is a hand stamp, made of rub|her. with the words "Xew York" around

the top and a series of horizontal lines

to tlio proper authorities with the hope that
the murderer might be discovered.
